APPALLING DISASTER. 


Last Thnmlay evening the steam 


•hip Pacific went down about fort 
miles off Cape Flattery, and of the 
two hundred souls on board, only 
one ia known to have tmrvived t On 
Thursday morning the nteamer lef 
Victoria for San Francisco, and in 
the evening she ran against a ship or 
a rock, the survivor could not tel 
which. The boats could not bo low 
ered quick enough to allow the pas 
sengers to clear away 
before she 


broke in two and sunk. Some few 
got rafts, coops, etc., bnt they were 
•with the single exception of Henry 
F. Jelly, drowned. Jelly was piokec 
up Saturday morning, still clinging 
to the pilot house, nearly dead from 
exposure and 
exhaustion. 
The 


Pacific was owned by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, and was 
thought to be one of the best and 
staunchest vessels that plowed the 
•ocean. This is the most appalling 
disaster that has ever happened upon 
*he Pacific Ocean. 


VIRGINIA 
C1TT. 


The Gold Hill News of the 8th dis- 


courses as follows: 


Yesterday we strolled for a couple 


of hours throngh the desolate streets 
of what was once, and what will soon 
be again, Virginia City. It was a 
beautiful day, the threatened storm 
of the previous day having happily 
spent itself upon the Sierra. It was 
very diflierent from the Sundays of 
old. and it seemed, while wo watched, 
as though the wheels of thu world 
had rolled back for fifteen rears, and 
the work of that first Winter of 1859 
was being commenced again. There 
was not a church l>ell ringing in the 
city; bnt one church tower was vis- 
ible, and that was blackened, empty 
and desolate, like the wreck around 
it. 
In the part where the business 


•center formerly was, there was a 
Babel of sounds; of cortmeu hauling 
away debris, of ruawons crying for 
mortar, of carpenters' saws and ham- 
mers, of the echoes which attends 
the laying of the foundations of a 
city. Further on, out where the 
lesser business houses and residen- 
ces were, there was almost total 
•i]f>nce, and the ruins nremed as 
might those of a city that had been 
deserted long ago and had been 
crumbling to ruius for ages. There 
will, if the weather holds good for a 
few weeks, be a iiew Virginia built; 
but it will not be like the old one. 
It will, as a nil*', be onlv a congre- 
gation of shanties, to be removed 
«gain in the Spring. It will take all 
next Summer to wipe out the visible 
scars, and longer still to erase the 
• other scars which men and women 
now hide behind smiling brown. 
Disguise it as wo may, the business 
ipart of a flourishing city can not, 
in an hour, be stricken out of exis- 
tence without a great deal of suf- 
fering, 
private and public. The 


hardest 
thought of all 
is, the 


great calamity 
might 
have been 


avoided ouly a reasonable prudence 
had been exercised by the people and 
corporation. A single hydrant would 
have stopped the fire at the start, 
and a big reservoir full of water with 
ample connection with cisterns be 
low would—after the city was on 
fire—have confined the conflagration 
to a couple of blocks. The lesson 
has been a costly one, bnt we trust 
it has not been in vain, and that as 
the new city is built there will be 
established with it such a system of 
waterworks as shall carry a constant 
assurance of safety to property here- 
after.

I hope the time will 
speedily come when it shall be called 
a pnnisliable offpnse for any man to 
make a highway a depository for his 
broken carts, straw, old rubbish from 
his garrotnnd burn, from cellar and 
door yur.l. Suc-h action is harmful, 
demoralizing and a public nuisance, 
and should be rigidly forbiddnn *nd 
prevented. It i» for the public good 
that this should b« done, and that is 
reason enough. And hereafter when 
a man wants a nuisance, let him have 
it in his own dooryard, where he can 
s(>e it, ponder over it, smell it every 
day, all by himself.

You will all, of nonrso, vote for 
schools, churches and workshops, 
and this is right; bntyou must march 
onward beyond tht'se points as fast 
us you can with » proper regard for 
other duties. Look out for public 
institutions and endow them. Look 
out for yonr streets nnd highways 
and improve them. Makeyour town, 
vonr village, your farm and your 
home more and more beautiful each 
yettr, and ull will prosper."
